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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-2 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to appreciate the advantage offered by device for operating a 
high pressure discharge lamp with the following distinctive features such as set by the 
independent claim. In particular, the art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest constructing a 
value LL(H) of the inductance L is fixed, which meets condition LL > VL/IL . Td, where VL is 
the luminous voltage of the discharge lamp, IL(A) is the current flowing in the discharge lamp 
and Td(second) is the dead time posses all of the distinctive features such as defined by 
independent claim 1 to prevent lamp extinction during the dead time.
